The Habylonlun empire ended with

the conquest of the city by Cyrus. B.
O. K5S. The city Itself was partly de
stroyed by Darius Ilystasnls, 1$. C. 500,
the walls and gates bclun thrown
down. I.nter Xerxes plundered and
demolished the temples. Thereafter
the city was neglected and unpopu
luted, and In time became n vast over
grown ruin. Jerome, In the year 400
j. u writes oi it. as nnving oecn
made a hunting purk for the Persian
kings. The ruins of Babylon were
used as building material In the con-
struction of at least six other cities
Ujat have sprung up since Its decay.
So thorough, has been the destruction
of the once great city that not only
nre the traces of Its principal build-
ing lost, hut nlso the very-- site Itself
is In dispute. The reference in I Peter
v. Vi to Babylon Is explained by the
fact that Babylon was the center from
which the Asiatic Dispersion (ad-
dressed by Peter) was derived.

the Jewish historian, stutes In
his "Antiquities" that Babylon con-
tained some 8,000 Jews in the apos-
tolic nge, the Pnrthlnns then being
master of that part of Mesopotamia.
